Her 
mind cleared and she asked the presi- 
dent about the ladies of the cabinet 
aad how they wore enjoying them- 
selvea. 
She expressed a desire that 


her illness should not t>e allowed to 
. interfere with their pleasure.

Hitchcock and Miss Wilson, who were 
in the next room at the time, ware 
summoned, and she greeted them 
with a faint smile. 


Mrs. McKinley's present attack of 


illness began shortly after she left 
El Paso. She had stood thu trip re- 
markably well up to that time, with 
the exception of a slight period of de- 
pression during her stay at New Or- 
leans. 
This, however, soon passed 


away, and 
she felt unusually 
w«-;l! 


throughout the trip across the state 
or Texas until El Paso was reached. 
At that place a bone felon made its 
first appearance and proved very try. 
ins upon her nerves, aa well as giving 
her much pain. The heat and dust 
of the long desert stretch through 
New Mexico and Arizona xvas a se- 
vere strain upon her strength. 


Before Los Aagoie.s was reached the 


felon had been once lanced by Dr. 
Rlxey. At the. latter place her illness 
v/as Htill further complicates! ny a. se- 
vere attack of dysentery, ami she had 
a very bad night at the residence of 
General Harrison Gray Otis. Bat she 
bore up bravely, and insisted, rather 
against the advice of the president 
and other members of the party, upon 
trying to fulfill the social obligations 
which foil upon her. 
The tax upon 


her strength was too great, and after 
leaving Los Angeles it became appar- 
ent, to both Dr. Jlixey and the presi- 
dent that Mrs. StcKinley was a very 
sick woruau. By the time Del Monte 
was reached she was in almost a com- 
plete state of collapse, and she was 
hurried to San Francisco.

He is confined to his bed, and is at- 
tended constantly by a .physician and 
nurses. 
While his affliction is not 


serious. It prevents him from partici- 
pating in any of. the functions that 
had been arransred in bis honor.

New York, May 17.—Th, bony of a 


man, believed to be that o£ Father E. 
S. Phillips, of Hazeltou, Pa., the priest 
who was so prominent, in the settle- 
ment of the coal miners' strike, was 
found last night in the apartments of 
"Doctor" Kirk Saturday, 7SO. 9th ave- 


nue. 
Stanley claims to cure rheuma- 


tism by the roasting process. 
The 


priest has been dead at least five days. 
He disappeared April 28. but the po- 
lice have- guarded the secret well, 
rapers found on the body indicate that 
it is surely that of Father Phillips. 
Stanley is under arrest- It is be- 
lieved that Phillips, who -vent east to 
confer with, J. P. Morkan, lias been 
murdered. 


On the body was found u letter from 


John Mitchell, president of the miners' 
union. It urged the priest to ccine to 
Hazeltou. Also on the body the coro- 
ner found a silver maltese cross, with 
the worn "Crusade" engraved on. it, 
aru a small sold cross si?.-"V :«= priests 
frequently wear. In tho-'vwat pocket 
was a gold fountain pen with his name 
engraved on a small gold plate on one 
side. There was no other jewelry and 
not a penny in money. 
When. Stanley 


was interrogated he said that Father 
Phillips and 
he, on the night the 


night the priest disappeared, were in 
the company of two girls who gave 
them whisky which made them sick. 
Stanley says he does not know who 
the girls were and stoutly disclaims 
ali knowledge that Phillips was dead 
in his room. 
He is held on suspicion 


and will have a hearing this afternoon. 


Stanley's story that he did not know 


Father Phillips was dead in his room 
is generally discredited since Stanley's 
room was separated from the priest's 
bedroom by a curtain only. 


The story told, by Stanley concern- 


ing Father Phillips is totally discredit- 
ed at Wilkesbarre, and in Hazelton by 
all who knew the priest. It is said 
that he went to New York some days 
ago to buy furniture for St. Gabriel's 
church of Hazelton and took $600 with 
him. 
No money w&s found 
on 
the 


body. 


F. A. Daugherty. of Wilkesbarre. a 


brother-in-law 
of 
Father . Phillips 


positively identifies the body. A tall 
handsome blonde woman-who figured 
as Stanley's wife is mixed up in the 
case. She has disappeared. It is be- 
lieved by the police that Phillips "was 
given knockout drops and died from 
the effects and tie body was hidden 
by Stanley until he could dispose o£ 
it. It is thought that Phillips was 
lured to Stanley's apartments. The 
police now admit hunting for Phillips 
since May 8th.

A Fatal Exhibition of Hypnotism. 


Crushed With a Stone.

Clifford Trask. at- 
tempted to break the stone with a 
sledgehammer. The chair on which 
Bolton's head rested gave way and 
the subject fell to the floor, the stone 
crushing his head. 
He died shortly 


after. 
Farnsworth and Trask werj 


placed under arrest. Bolton had been 
traveling with Farnsworth as one o£ 
his subjects.

Both were prominent anil were inno- 
cent on lookers. 


SHOTS WERE FIRED 


By the Guardsmen Because Some One 


Threw~a Stone. 


Albany, May 17.—Three men fatally 


wounded, hundreds of others 
with 


broken heads and cut faces, cars run- 
ning merely as arsenals, with no pat- 
rons; the city under martial rule, 
with its citizens in a frenzy of excite- 
ment and the city authorities and 
leaders of the strikers trying to get 
the railway company to come to au 
amicable settlement, was the result 
of the day here. 


Those fatally woanded are William. 


Welsh and Leroy. Smith, merchants. 
both shot by national guardsmen, and 
William Marshall, a nonunion oiotor- 
jaan, skull fractured. Others most 
seriously injured are: George Booze, 
citizen, cheek ripped open by bayo- 
net; 
\Villiam Rooney, citizen, shot by 


national 
guard; Gilbert Hall, non- 


union motorman, shot by mob. 


From early moraine the crowds had 


melted 
away before bayonets and 


shotguns; cars had been operated un- 
der heavy guards, and there was an 
impression that the spirit of turbu- 
lence was waning. There had been 
some minor demonstrations, particu- 
larly in North Albany, but not a shot 
had been fired. The volley fired on 
Broadway by a squad of Twenty-third 
Infantrymen, in which Leroy Smith 
and William Walsh, well kaotvn citi- 
zens, fell mortally wounded, changed 
all that. It stirred anew the feeling 
of hatred as the exciting tidings swept 
through the city, and the gniardsraen 
were bitterly denounced. 


Neither of the men had been guilty 


of an offense, but were caught in a 
crowd, some member of which had 
stoned the guardsmen, and by mis- 
chance were hit. The disturbance 
was not a serious one. and "murder" 
is the title applied by inflamed public 
sentiment to the 
shooting. 
The 


guardsmen seemed to have followed 
their duty as soldiers, for they were 
under orders to shoot if assaulted. 


The bright prospect of a settlement 


of the strike has not served to allay 
the growth of vindictive feeling, and 
if the present situation continues, bit- 
ter revenge and violence may be ex- 
pected. 


It Was on the last run o? the sol- 


diers on the cars that the tragedy of 
the day occurred. 
The cars were on 


Broadway. nSoving northward, and a 
constantly swelling crowd was gath- 
ered about Union depot The first of 
the workday folk had been released; 
by the whistles that sounded through 
the manufacturing district, and they 
were pouring into the crowd. Near 
Columbia street a truck blocked toe 
way of a car, and, urged on by the 
driver, refused to move on as speedily 
as desired. :Some one in the crowd 
was very noisy and there "was much) 
confusion. 1% car finally moved for- 
ward into theifiext block and another 
stone was hurled at it. There was a 
sharp command, and as the car slow- 
ed down four allots were fired'from it, 
l.eroy Smith lounged on the steps of 
his store; William Walsh, his bust- 
ness neighbor from across the street, 
was his immediate companion, and a 
small crowd hung about near them. 


It was into this crowd that the 


guards fired at a range of less than 
20 feet. Smith and Walsh were bath 
shot in the abdomen and fell where 
they stood. "Walsh died a few hours 
afterward. A third man. William 
Rooney, -wa* slightly hurt by a glanc- 
ing bullet. Some ot the jvurds step- 
,-ped from'the e*r and reloaded their 
pieces. Tne startled crowd f»U back 
§t the first shot >ud a moment late; 


t5e guards sprang aboard the car and 
were rapidly wheeled from the scene. 
Smith, and Walsh were hurried away 
to hospitals, and an angry crowds 
swarmed, in tht? street to curse and 
denounce the guards. 


Smith is a member of the shoe man- 


ufacturing firm of Smith & Herriek, 
aad a citizen of wealth, respectability 
and prominence. He is a member of. 
the Albany club and a wbist expert or 
national reputation. He is 50 years 
of age and has a family. Walsh \vas 
the head of a piumbinghouse aad well 
knov.-n in business circles. Neither 
man has, taken any part other than as 
spectators in the demonstration that 
provoked too shooting. 


Major General Roe intends to take 


every precaution, and ordered out the 
Ninth regiment of New York. It will 
arrive here this afternoon. 800 strong, 
and if the strike is not settled will 
assist in opening up the other lines 
of the traction company in this city.
